Commercial orchardists have been using antibiotics 
for several years. So far, the mixture above has been 
approved, by federal authorities, for the control of 
fire blight, bacterial spot, soft rot, blackleg, and bac- 
terial wilt. 


Why mound roses ? 


Each winter, gardeners lose prize roses from cold dam- 
age. Ironically, most losses occur in late spring when 
the worst of the cold is past. The exact nature of cold- 
hardiness is still being studied, and most of the research 
on it has not yet been published. 

True cold-hardiness has little to do with the vigor 
of a plant. It’s based on several things—perhaps the 
most important is the ability of a plant to stay dor- 
mant during the winter. Cold will keep a plant dor- 
mant temporarily—as long as it persists—but the main 
source of dormancy is built into the plants themselves. 

During the growing season, cold-hardy plants pro- 
duce an antigrowth hormone that accumulates until 
frost. This substance keeps the plants dormant until 
it is broken down by cold. Hybrid tea roses produce 
so little that only a small amount of cold breaks their 
dormancy. This means that they frequently start new 
growth during the first spring thaw—which makes 
them susceptible to damage by the next cold wave. 

By mounding roses, you protect them from the cold 
that breaks down their dormancy hormone, so they 
stay dormant inlate winter when damage is most likely. 


Strong, safe fungicide developed 


Newest weapon against plant diseases is a mercury 
compound, methyl mercury dicyandiamide. It was 
developed in Sweden to control diseases in small 
grains. Dr. Peter A. Ark of the University of California 
has found it effective against an amazing number of 
fungus diseases. 

Part of its terrific punch is due to the fact that it will 
dissolve in water. Previous mercury fungicides were 
either suspensions or emulsions, which were more 
readily neutralized by the dead tissues that surround 
fungus infections. Doctor Ark has even used it to con- 
trol soil fungi, with excellent results. 

Fortunately, the compound is only one-fourth as 
toxic to plants as the well-known phenyl mercury 
compounds. Home-size packages, for use in treating 
seed flats and soil, are expected to be available next 
spring.

p The viruses (at least some of 
them) that probably cause ARD 
have been identified, and studies 
are already under way to tame 
them, and incorporate them in a 
yaccine that will give you and your 
family safe, lasting immunity. 

p New techniques have led to the 
discovery of 150 or more hidden, 
previously unknewn viruses that 
hole up—but ordinarily are held in 
check—deep in the tissues of your 
throat, tonsils, and adenoids. 


A virus that causes ‘“‘summer 
sore throats” has been isolated and 
grown in tissue culture; this is the 


first step toward prevention or 
treatment. 
Scientific detectives plodding 


along on the common cold’s trail 
have built up a huge new file of in- 
formation on when it strikes, how 
it spreads, who brings it home, how 
it mushrooms within typical fami- 
lies, and which family members 
are most vulnerable to its attack. 
» Adramatic new development in 
virus research has made it possible 
for the first time to study individual 
viruses attacking individual human 
cells, and thus to learn the basic, 
hard-rock secrets of virus multipli- 
cation inside your body. 

p Although vaccines and other 
preventive measures seem by far 
the most likely antivirus weapons, 
there’s been some progress in ef- 
forts to find drugs and chemicals 
that might fight the respiratory 
viruses, much as antibodies fight 
bacteria. 

®A new link in your body’s sys- 
tem of defense against infection has 
been identified. A normal blood- 
stream substance, it has clear-cut 
virus-fighting power. 


When is a cold a cold? When is it 
ippe? Acute respiratory disease? 
flu? How many diseases lurk be- 
shind them? When do colds strike 
pmardest? What's their relationship 
mo changes in the weather? Who is 
“Most vulnerable? 
- There aré plenty of statistics 
on mass surveys but they 
Yield dubious average figures. 
Why not study colds and flu in 
their logical frame of reference— 
average family? Why not study 
the same families over long periods 
of time, see how often respiratory 
illness strikes, map its spread 
through each household, measure 
the attack rates as babies are born, 
§fow, reach school age? 
“In Cleveland, for the past seven 
Years, Doctor Dingle and a team of 
tors, statisticians, and field 
Workers have been doing just that 
in Western Reserve’s Family Study 
Clinic, , 
Some 70 family groups have 
M part in the Cleveland experi- 
ment, Each member, at the start, 
Was given a complete physical 
checkup. Each was visited weekly 
= workers, who swabbed 
fe on for bacteria or virus 
» With the cooperation of 
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the mothers, every symptom of ill- 
ness—every fever, headache, chill, 
upset stomach, pain, cough, or 
sneezing spasm—was recorded on 
a special check list. When illness 
was definite, a staff doctor dropped 
in to examine the patient (and 
everyone else), and to take throat 
cultures and blood specimens. 

Here’s what’s been learned, as it 
probably applies to you: 

If you’re a member of an average 
middle-class family, with anywhere 
from one to five children, you'll be 
sick 10 times a year. For a family of 
four, that means 40 illnesses in 
1956. 

At least 6—nearly two-thirds— 
of these 10 illnesses per person will 
be respiratory infections. Four will 
be common colds. Laryngitis, bron- 
chitis, sore throats, infected tonsils, 
influenza, ARD, and the like will 
account for 2 or 3 more. Stomach 
upsets will make up 15 percent of 
your year’s illnesses. Other infec- 
tions, like measles and mumps, will 
total 10 percent. The rest will be. 
noninfectious diseases. 


# April, May, and June you'll 
be fairly free from illness. Through 
the summer, you’ll be healthiest of 
all. But, colds and other infections 
will come storming along about 
the third week of September (that’s 
shortly after the opening of school), 
and from then right through March 
itll be one sniffle, sneeze, and 
cough aftér another. 

The 10-a-year illness figure is an 
average. Actually, it’s lower than 
that for adults, but as high as 13 or 
14 a year for some children. 

Youngsters from 1 to 6 years old 
are most vulnerable; they’re likely 
to have 8 respiratory infections a 
year. But at every age, the rate is 
higher in school children than in 
preschool children. 

It’s worst of all for the nursery- 
school and kindergarten set: 4 to 6- 
year-olds in this group may suffer 
12 colds a year. 

Preschool youngsters with older 
brothers or sisters in school will 
have more sniffles than those who 
aren’t exposed this way. 

The larger the family, the great- 
er will be both the individual—and 
the family—cold-attack rates. 

Mothers will have more colds 
than fathers (5 a year against 4 a 
year, in the average family). They 
will bring home more colds, too. 
For every cold that Dad carries 
home to an otherwise healthy fam- 
ily, Mother will bring home 1.2; 
but preschool youngsters will bring 
home 2; school children under six, 
2.5; and school children over six, 
3 or more. 

When anyone introduces a cold 
into the household, there’s a one- 
in-two chance that children under 
6 will catch it, a one-in-four chance 
that it will spread to children over 
6, and one-in-four chance that 
Mother will be infected. 

There’s the bad news. Clearly, 
schools are a prime focus of infec- 
tion, but even that’s not much help.

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By the time cold symptoms appear, 
infection usually has been present 
for several days—and the carrier 
has had ample time to infect every- 
one in the schoolroom. 

In short, Doctor Dingle con- 
cludes, there’s only one way to 
avoid colds: avoid people. And 
that’s impractical, to say the least. 

Still, a great many things can be 
done to keep the damage to a mini- 
mum. Here, culled from the Cleve- 
land study and from the conclu- 
sions of dozens of medical experts, 
is a common-sense check list: 


1. Keep children home when 
they have a fresh cold—and do 
your best to keep them away 
from other youngsters in the 
family. 

2.N R underrate a cold. 
Serious secondary ear infections, 
sinusitis, tonsillitis, bronchitis, 
pneumonia, or meningitis are 
ready to swarm in like carpet- 
baggers. Be alert for complica- 
tions like high fever or earache. 

Aspirin, nose drops to re- 
lieve congestion, and bed rest 
are tried and true. 7ER dole 
out that leftover penicillin or any 
other antibiotic in the medicine 
chest; they won’t hit the cold 
virus and they’re potent drugs 
(and, therefore, potentially dan- 
gerous when misused). Let your 
doctor decide about antibiotics. 

4. Treat the symptoms, not 
the cold. A gargle of warm salt 
solution will ease an aching 
throat. A warm, moist, well-ven- 
tilated room is essential. Fruit 
juices, soups, and eggs should be 
the backbone of the diet. 

5. There’s good evidence that 
sudden chilling and exposure to 
sharp weather changes give colds 
a foothold. But so can almost 
anything else that lowers resist- 
ance—lack of sleep, physical 
fatigue, worry and anxiety, over- 
indulgence in food or drink. 

6. Complications can blend 
with the original cold so insidi- 
ously that it’s hard to tell them 
apart. If a cold hangs on and on, 
check with the doctor; it may

im doctors checked in 159” 
young patients at Chicago’s Chil’ 
dren’s Memorial Hospital. All the 
children had colds or similar re- 
spiratory infections. 

Fifty-five of them were put to 
bed, kept warm and given plenty” 
of fluids and aspirin if needed—the™ 
standard cold treatment. A second _ 
group of 37 received the same 
treatment plus a sulfa drug. A third 
group of 67 children got routine 
care plus an antibiotic. 

At the end of a week, 56 percent 
of the youngsters on “old-fash-~ 
ioned”’ treatment had recovered— 
against only 39 percent of the chil-_ 
dren who had been treated with” 
sulfa or antibiotics. a 

When complications—ranging” 
from ear infections to pneumonia” 
—were added up, the doetor rs 
found that most of them appeared 
within the first five days in the” 
aspirin-and-bed-rest children.

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Take care of your thermostat 


Check it each spring and fall. It can be a great saving in gas and 


repairs, also add thousands of miles to the life of your car 


By Robert M. Karen 


M coe car engines operate best within a 
narrow range of temperatures—between 150 
and 180 degrees. The thermostat’s job is to 
bring the engine temperature within this 
range as quickly as possible and help keep it 
there. It restricts the engine coolant (water 
and/or antifreeze) from circulating freely 
through the engine block and radiator until 
the motor is warm. The coolant trapped in 
the engine block remains thére until the mo- 
tor reaches the temperature at which it 
works best. Then, the tiny thermostat opens, 
permitting the coolant to circulate through 
the cooling system. 

Quick warm-up helps eliminate the water 
that has collected from condensation on the 


Here’s how to replace your car’s thermostat: 


I Remove the clamp holding the narrow bypass hose 
(not all cars are equipped with them), so the hose 
will slip off the thermostat housing easily. 

It isn’t necessary to tamper with the hose lead- 
ing to the radiator. Loosen bolts on housing until 
housing is free from the engine block. 















2 Housing should lift off without difficulty. Heavy 
tools are not required for the job. Remove old 
thermostat, which requires no bolts or screws to 
hold it in place. Then take off fiber gasket and 
replace it with a new one to ensure against leakage 


3% Place the new thermostat in position, valve end 
toward radiator. “Front” is sometimes stamped on 
casing. Be sure to apply gasket cement for tight 
seal, then bolt housing on. Run motor when refilling 
radiator so proper water level will be attained 


cylinder walls. Such water in the cylinders, 
unless it is burned away, mixes with the oil, 
forming an emulsion that causes rust and pit- 
ting on cylinder walls. 

A car heater must deliver plenty of heat on 
cold, wintry days. Too often, the car dealer is 
blamed for the inefficient heater he sold you. 
Most likely, it’s an ailing thermostat that 
should be blamed—not the dealer. 

The car heater can’t deliver heat until the 
water passing through it warms up. The 
quicker the water is warm, the quicker heat is 
available. By preventing the circulation of 
water through the car radiator until the mo- 
tor warms to proper temperature, the ther-

Excessive choking 
Swastes gasoline. The longer an 
lengine runs at low temperature, 
the longer the choke feeds a rich 
mixture of gas to the cylinders. 
Some of this gas passes through the 
piston rings and reaches the crank- 
case, where it mixes with the oil. 
This diluted oil has poor lubricat- 
ing qualities and results in unnec- 
esary engine wear and loss in 
er. 

Your automobile’s thermostat 
should be checked twice a year and 
more often if the car acts up. A 
good time to make this check is 
when you add antifreeze to the 
radiator in the fall, and also in the 
spring when it is removed. Low 
temperature thermostats are stand- 
ard equipment on new cars, open- 
ing at 150 to 155 degrees. They’re 
recommended for warm-weather 
driving; however, a high-tempera- 
ture thermostat will give you better 
performance during the winter 
months. The temperature at which 
a thermostat starts to open is nor- 
mally stamped on the thermostat. 

Your car, operated at too low an 
engine temperature, will develop 
such complaints as a rusty, murky 
radiator; half-hearted performance 
from the car heater; cylinders that 
are pitted and corroded; piston 
tings that leak; water and sludge 
in the crankcase; high gas con- 
sumption; and a tendency to buck 
and stall continuously. 

Before examining or installing a 
new auto thermostat, a check of the 
entire cooling system should be 
made. First, drain and flush radia- 
tor, watching for leaks, severe 
scaling, or possible blocks in the 
system. Be sure the rubber hose 
lines are in good condition. Defec- 
tive rubber hose results in leaks 
and improper circulation through- 
out the cooling system. Bad rubber

often disintegrates, allowing parti- 
cles to pass into the radiator core or 
block the thermostat. If in doubt 
about the condition of the hose, 
replace it. 

After first checking the entire 
system, inspect the thermostat it- 
self. Check it carefully for breaks 
and particles of foreign matter that 
may have collected and caused 
damage. Make sure the correct 
thermostat is being used. Previous- 
ly, the wrong type of thermostat 
may have been installed, or the 
thermostat discarded altogether. 
Thermostats are available at most 
service stations and garages—in- 
quire there for the proper type for 
your car. 


A thermostat is a precision in- 
strument which. requires very care- 
ful handling during installation. 
Shauld you desire to check accu- 
racy of the old thermostat, hang it 
in a container of water and heat 
this water until the valve, or pop- 
pet, of the thermostat rises approxi- 
mately 1 64 of an inch above the 
seat. If the temperature at which 
this movement occurs is 10 degrees 
or more below the temperature 
stamped on the thermostat, install 
a new one. When in doubt about 
the condition, it is best to replace 
the old thermostat with a new one 
since thermostats cost very little. 

The automatic bellows-operated 
thermostat is the most common 
type in use today. The most recent 
development in auto thermostats is 
the “power-pill’” type, which is 
especially suited to newer automo- 
biles having high-pressure cooling 
systems. A sealed wax cartridge 
replaces the bellows as the temper- 
ature-sensitive element. The wax 
cartridge .is not affected by pres- 
sures built up within the car’s 
cooling system. While it’s mainly a 
matter of preference, it’s a good 
idea to check with your local sup- 
plier for the model that best meets 
the specific requirements of your 
car.

Peninsula loop tour, on U. S. 101, 
in the northwest corner of the state 
of Washington, when we decided 
to leave the beaten path and turned 
off on State 9B, an unpaved road, 
to the Pacific Ocean 13 miles away. 

And there we found LaPush— 
an Indian village at the mouth of 
the Quillayute River. Here, the 
natives live largely as they did be- 
fore the white man came, by har- 
vesting the sea. James Island, 
a small, steep- -sided promontory, 
stands a few hundred yards off 
shore, as a reminder of the day 
when the Quillayutes used it as a 
fortress in their fights with the In- 
dians, who came down from the 
north. 

The Indians still use high- 
prowed canoes, carved from cedar 
logs. Many of them have added an 
outboard motor to their canoes, 
but paddling is still their chief 
means of locomotion. 

Salmon fishing, or shooting hair 
seal for bounty, are year-round oc- 
cupations, weather permitting. 
Netting smelt, near the mouth of 
the river, is an occupation that 
keeps the natives busy from April 
to September. We had a beach- 
side seat at this important event, 
one in which entire families partic- 
ipate, from toddlers to grand- 
mothers, and which nets them a 
good deal of cash. 

The procedure is simple. When 
their ears tell them the smelt are 
entering the river from the ocean, a 
canoe carrying the net is pushed 
into the water. As the canoe is pad- 
dled in a wide arc that carries it a

News on the turkey family 


This year there’ll be medium- to 
large-size roasting turkeys—young 
hens and toms (under 8 months). 
All the relativescoming for Thanks- 
giving? Just the family? Suit the 
turkey size (8 to 24 pounds, ready- 
to-cook) to the crowd. 

And don’t forget the small fryer- 
roasters (less than 16 weeks and 
weighing only 4 to 8 pounds) for 
broiling, rotisserie cooking, frying, 
roasting (how about two little tur- 
keys on a platter?) 

Some markets offer turkey by the 
piece—legs, breast, wings, neck, 
giblets, and back. Here’s your 
chance to have white meat for 
everyone or a drumstick all around. 

You can buy turkey fresh or 
quick-frozen. Thaw frozen turkey 
in original wrapping shortly be- 
fore time to cook.

Meet the new glamor bird 
of poultry—the Rock 
Cornish game hen 


This little, squab-size bird is a 
new strain of poultry that first 
came to market about five years 
ago. Famous restaurants feature 
them, but you can have this gour- 
met treat at home, too. 

Now Rock Cornish game hens 
are at poultry counters, coast to 
coast, and year round. The birds 
are shipped frozen—or fresh, 
packed in ice, all ready for you to 
pop into the oven. In a few mar- 
kets, they are sold frozen, complete 
with ham-and-wild-rice stuffing. 
They also come boned and stuffed, 
or split in half. Many are sold by 
mail order, direct from farms 
specializing in Rock Cornish hens. 

These bitsy “‘biddies” are 100- 
percent light meat—even the 
drumsticks! A luxury? Just right 
for a special occasion. And what 
fun to eat! 

On everybody’s plate around the 
festive table is a whole bird! A one- 
pounder, roasted to a_ golden 
brown, tender and moist. (Or get 
two-pounders to serve two.) 

Flavor’s delicious. Its not quite 
like chicken nor quite like a true 
game bird. The flavor, like the hen, 
is a unique blend—almost sweet, 
yet just a little “‘wild.” 

Now for the pedigree. On one 
side of the family tree is the Cornish 
gamecock (ancestor: an East In- 
dian jungle bird). On the other side 
of the family is a hen of the Ply- 
mouth Rock type. 

The best wavy to cook these little 
birds? Roasted, with or without 
stuffing. Try our recipe, below. Or

Reast Turkey 


Roasted the traditional way, it’s tender 
and juicy, a mouth-watering brown— 

Stuff turkey just before roasting. 
Allow 34 to 1 cup stuffing per 
pound ready-to-cook weight. Stuff 
wishbone cavity and skewer neck 
skin to back. Tuck wing tips be- 
hind shoulder joints. Rub large 
cavity with salt. Spoon in stuffing, 
Shake bird to settle stuffing; do not 
pack. Close opening by placing 
skewers across it and lacing shut 
with cord. Tie drumsticks securely 
to tail. (If opening has band of 
skin across, push the drumsticks 
underneath, and you won’t need to 
fasten opening or tie legs.) 

Grease skin thoroughly. If you 
use a meat thermometer, insert it 
in the center of the inside thigh 
muscle adjoining the cavity. Place 
bird breast up on the rack (but 
breast down if using V-rack) in 
shallow roasting pan and leave in 
this position for entire roasting 
time. Cover with loose ‘“‘cap” of 
aluminum foil, pressing it lightly 
at drumstick and breast ends, but 
avoid having it touch top or sides. 
Roast at constant low temperature 
(see chart below).

When turkey is about two-thirds 
done according to turkey roasting 
chart, cut the cord or band of skin 
so heat can reach inside of thighs. 

About 20 minutes before roast- 
ing time is up, test doneness by 
pressing thick part of drumstick 
between fingers (protect hand with 
paper towel). Meat should feel 
very soft. Also move drumstick up 
and down; it should move easily or 
twist out of joint. (If you use a meat 
thermometer, it should register 
190° to 195°.) When turkey is done, 
remove from pan and keep warm 
while you make gravy from pan 
drippings. Let turkey stand 20 
minutes before carving. Carving 
will be easier and slices neater. 


Foil-wrapped Roast Turkey 


To save time, roast the king of birds in 

foil. Really tender, with soft skin— 
Tie drumsticks to tail. Press 
wings to body so tips are flat 
against sides of breast. Use heavy 
aluminum foil (the thin tears too 
easily). Place turkey, breast up, in 
center of foil. (Foil should be wide 
enough to have 5 to 6 inches ex 
tending beyond leg and breast ends

Cerebral palsy. One of the most prom- 
ising new developments for cerebral palsy 
is an operation to remove tumorlike masses 
of blood vessels from the brain. Of the first 
22 children who underwent the surgery— 
they ranged from 2 to 13 years of age—20 
have shown progress. In some, it has been 
remarkable progress, Dr. Samuel Rosner 
of Bronx, New York, reported recently to 
the New York State Medical Society. 

The tumors, he found, reduce healthy 
blood flow to brain areas; when they’re 
removed, circulation improves. Some chil- 
dren have gained both in muscle control 
and muscle power. Their spasticity has 
diminished, too. 

Every child who had difficulty before in 
swallowing and breathing is now free of 
these impediments. All who had visual de- 
fects have shown improvement. 

Epileptic seizures have been ended for 
the majority of the children and have been 
diminished in the others. Drooling has 
lessened in most cases. 

Mental status has improved and some 
children have begun to speak. A few who 
were previously unable to walk by them- 
selves are now beginning to do so. 


Cancer. Two new cancer tests promise to 
save thousands of lives. Short of a sure 
cure, the best hope in combating cancer 
still remains early detection. The two tests 
reveal breast and lung cancer earlier than 
ever before. 

The lung test involves microscopic ex- 
amination of sputum samples—and is suffi- 
ciently inexpensive so it can be used rou- 
tinely on all patients in whom lung cancer 
seems even a remote possibility. Now the 
most rapidly increasing form of human 
malignancy, lung cancer has been difficult 
to detect in early stages because its symp- 
toms are usually mild and mimic those of 
minor diseases. X-ray shows up less than 
50 percent of lung malignancies in early 
stages. For the new test, the patient collects 
a sample of sputum each morning for five 
days and delivers it to his doctor or a medi- 
cal laboratory for microscopic viewing. If 


cancer is present, a scattering of malignant 
cells usually shows up in the sample. The 
test is 90-percent accurate, reports Dr. 
Seymour Farber of the University of Cali- 
fornia School of Medicine. 

The breast test shows up cancer even 
before any lump can be felt by putting 
breast secretions under the microscope. If 
malignancy is present, cancer cells appear 
in the secretions. A new application of the 
famed Papanicolaou test, originally de- 
vised to detect cancer of the uterus, was 
found effective in examinations of over 
1,600 women. In a number of cases, a defi- 
nite revealing cell pattern showed up can- 
cer before any breast mass had developed. 
Dr. George N. Papanicolaou and a group 
of associates did the work at Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical College. 


Chronie middle-ear inflammations. 
Do sinus sufferers and victims of chronic 
middle-ear inflammations, who have been 
living with their ailments for years, have to 
go on doing so? Not if a radical new treat- 
ment continues to work as well, after more 
testing, as it has done in the previously 
stubborn cases reported by Dr. Max Unger 
of New York. What’s radical about it is 
that it makes the patient just a little sicker, 
briefly but deliberately, in order to make 
him well. 

Trouble in both chronic sinusitis and 
middle-ear inflammation is that tempera- 
ture usually doesn’t rise except with acute 
irritation. That’s the trouble if you want 
penicillin to work. The antibiotic seems to 
be most effective in the presence of fever. 

On the basis of these observations, Doc- 
tor Unger decided to try an experiment 
with 29 patients to whom he gave injec- 
tions of triple-typhoid vaccine to create a 
fever reaction, then injected penicillin for 
the duration of fever. 

Many with chronic middle-ear infec- 
tions which had lasted from five months to 
30 years responded well, with marked re- 
duction in the amount of matter, complete 
drying in some, and closing of perforations 
in a few. [ Turn to page 239

transoceanic aircraft, watching the 
rocky and inhospitable headlands 
rise out of the fogs of morning as 
the plane slips over the sea horizon 
from the west. 


Au these things certainly have a 
part. Railroads snaking through 
chasms, highways winding on the 
lips of cliffs, towns perched on the 
rocks above the sea, rich farming 
valleys wearing blinders of moun- 
tains on either side, cities bursting 
their corporate seams, swarms of 
school buses converging toward 
buildings too small to hold the 
loads the buses carry—all these, 
too, are parts of the Coast picture. 
Watch a flock of sheep, hiding a 
highway on their way to grazing 
up in the mountains in the spring, 
and you see part of the Coast. Look 
even at garish Hollywood with its 
manufactured glamor, or at a 
picket line strangling the silent 
piers of a port, or at a man in an 
aloha shirt tending flowers around 
a glass-walled house—and you'll 
see new facets of this thing that is 
the Coast. 

Call this Coast 2,000 miles long. 
Customs sheds cut off Vancouver 
and prim Victoria, at the north, 
and plant inspectors bar California 
to visiting oranges; but otherwise 
there are few major divisions be- 
tween north and south. Use the 
rambling, castellated Cascades and 
Sierras (all one range of mountains, 
really) as an arbitrary eastern bor- 
der. What lies between them and 
the sea is the West Coast—geo- 
graphically different; varied in a 
thousand ways within itself, hot or 
cool, dry or soaking wet, flat or 
vertical real estate, barren or for- 
ested—but more different from 
anything to the east than one part 
of it differs from another. 

Here are long-important ports 
now becoming manufacturing cen- 
ters in their own right, cities criti+ 
cal to defense, vastly important to 
the feeding of the country and 
construction of its houses and air-

craft. Navy-dominated San Diego, 
sprawling Los Angeles, and each of 
the municipalities to the north has 
its own character. Never can you 
be in Portland and mistake it for 
Fresno. One look, or one minute 
of listening to accents, distinguishes 
Paso Robles from Chehalis, Wash- 
ington—and no one of them is ever 
likely to be mistaken for Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, or Mauch Chunk, 
Pennsylvania. 

But cities are products, not mold- 
ers of a country. They reflect but 
seldom create. In them are to be 
seen traces of the thing which is the 
Pacific Coast. But this thing, this 
curious, tremendously attractive 
thing (it must be attractive, to have 
drawn almost double its popula- 
tion in a couple of decades) which 
is the Coast—this starts somewhere 
else. 


‘Phew is a hint of it in that part 
of the California shoreline known 
as the Mendocino Coast, certainly 
the least known of the thousand 
miles where the Golden State holds 
back the sea. Here, the mountains 
leer close above the occasional 
beaches. No city breaks the mile 
after mile of twisting, scarred head- 
lands. Cattle graze on sea meadows 
slanting upward from the cliff tops; 
the odd, flat valley indenting the 
uplands is thickly studded with 
great coastal redwoods or their 
mute and awful stumps. An apron 
of sand clings here and there where 
a creek has cut out a canyon to 
reach the sea; and beyond the sand, 
the rollers surge, sullen and con- 
stant, death to swimmers or small 
boats. This is a graveyard of the 
sea, this wild coast, generally by- 
passed by tourists, ignored alike by 
real-estate developers and the state 
highway department, strange and 
beautiful by day, menacing a 
melancholy with wind and moan- 
ing buoys by night. Here, a res 
taurant in a weather-worn village 
displays above its counter a few

pieces of battered table silver, “‘re- 
covered from the wreck of the Pa- 
cific Enterprise on Point Arena.” 
Here, a lonesome ranch house 
wears a half-collar of tall eucalyp- 
tus trees, planted as a windbreak in 
the Midwestern manner but guard- 
ing against the everlasting salt-filled 
sea wind rather than any dust 
storm or searing southwester. Here, 
sea birds wheel above truck gar- 
dens; fish trucks, moving fast from 
the huddled villages toward the 
cities to the south, dispute the right 
of way with logging trucks, headed 
back from the mills with their own 
trailers lifted high on their backs 
like James Whitcomb Riley’s 
“Squidgicum Squees that swal- 
lered theirselves.”’ 

Of the towns, marooned as much 
by mountains as by the sea, only 
elderly Fort Bragg can be classed 
as more than a village. There, a 
lean youth serves a filling station’s 
customers while the main street 
drowses on a Sunday afternoon. 
The boy speaks in a curious drawl, 
slurring the letters. When asked 
about it, he grins with self-con- 
sciousness. “‘Aw,” he says, ‘I’m an 
Okie, and I haven’t been here 
long. But you give me a while, and 
I won’t sound this way. I’m gettin’ 
ovah it naow.” 

No word, on the wide street of 
Fort Bragg, about going home to 
Oklahoma, no homesickness in the 
pale-blue eyes. Just “give me a 
while.”’ Here is a Coast man in the 
making. 


What is the Coast? Guests at a 
Santa Barbara hotel party, dressed 
in Spanish costumes that would 
have shamed the greatest rancher 
of Old California? A priest, half 
bored, half quizzical, conducting 
tourists through a crumbling mis- 
sion after they have paid their 
“free will’? admission fees? Black- 
oak-strewn hills with palomino 
horses sharply outlined against the 
background of browns and dark

green? A Japanese harvest dance, 
weird in the light of a huge bonfire 
in the hills above Sausalito? A 
Chinese dragon, manned by jun- 
ior-high-school boys in corduroys 
and sneakers, snaking its way 
through a civic parade? The curi- 
ously flat chimes of Stanford Uni- 
versity, or the squeaking of a fiddle 
at a Scandinavian dance in the 
cut-over lands behind Astoria, 
Oregon? Fifty college boys and 
girls, squeezed into the tavern room 
of a Washington ski resort, singing 
Alpine drinking songs while more 
snow piles on the 16 feet of it al- 
ready covering the slopes outside? 


An of this is part of the Coast and 
typical of it. So is the highway 
which swings through scrub-cov- 
ered foothills of the Siskiyous, close 
to the curiously named town of 
Weed, California. It’s a fast high- 
way, so there isn’t much to say 
when a state patrolman _ pulls 
alongside, trim in his uniform, 
grim above it, and in no mood to 
argue. He’s no different, perhaps, 
from any other patrolman in any 
other state—except for the fact 
that when he tears off the damning 
slip and extends it, his face relaxes 
for a moment. “Kind of sorry,” he 
says, ‘“‘that I have to give you a 
ticket just a couple of days before 
Christmas.” 

Perhaps this means nothing, but 
it certainly takes away some of the 
bitter taste. Doubtless it could hap- 
pen in many other places. But 
definitely it does happen along the 
truck-battered, bus-beaten  con- 
crete artery (famous Highway 99) 
which binds the three Pacific 
Coast states together, and _ holds 
them closer, for some reason, than 
the same sort of concrete slips 
which link them to the East. 

What is, the Coast? Certainly, it 
is the flat and picnic-luring beach 
at Coronado where generations 
Navy wives have waited for their 
husbands to come home from the

sea or the battles. It is Carmel, 
with real beards and fake artists; 
Balboa with its ranks of dollar- 
shouting yachts; Monterey, dimly 
trying to remember when it was 
important in government but hop- 
ing for the return of millions of 
sardines rather than governors and 
generals —a historic capital, yearn- 
ing for fish. 

It is also a very old man, living 
in a house no younger, on a side 
street in Pacific Grove. Many vis- 
itors come to this town to see a 
strange tree covered with millions 
of butterflies which return there 
year after year, but almost nobody 
goes to see the old gentleman living 
by himself. At least one reason is 
that he doesn’t welcome casual vis- 
itors. If he suspects idle curiosity, 
a faded schoolmaster’s eye is still 
capable of making a grown man 
feel like an eighth-grader while he 
stands on the porch and tries to 
answer an interrogation. 

But say a few key words to this 
old gentleman. Say, “I’m inter- 
ested in the chitons of Puget 
Sound,” or, ““Do you know where 
there is a good specimen of achatina 
fulica?”’ Or just mention murex or 
terebra or conus geographus. Say 
any of these things, and the doubt 
may fade, the door to the house 


open. 


Within are case after case of 
carefully kept sea shells in trays— 
and the life a retired schoolmaster 
has found for himself on the beaches 
from Oregon to Guatemala, col- 
lecting mollusks which give him a 
worldwide correspondence, friend- 
ships everywhere, and a private 
world of incredible beauty, caught 
and held within the old-fashioned 
cases. 

He, too, is a part of the Coast— 
this old man, with no time to 
dream of the past; a fiercely inde- 
pendent woman who digs fishing 
worms (they’re salable) on the 
empty ocean beach at San Fran- 
cisco; a man who raises toads in a 
Washington swamp; the thousands 
who wander in the forests, almost 
as silent as the deer, to collect ferns 
or decorative brush for florists; 
Christmas-tree farmers and cougar 
hunters; abalone divers and mush- 
room growers; ginseng planters 
and forest lookouts in their high 
mountain towers, standing on glass 
stools while the lightning does a 
polka in the peaks and the look- 
out’s hair stands on end from the 
static. The Coast is a place of dairy 
farms and clerical jobs, stores and 
factories—but it also is a refuge 
for these, the men and women who 
walk alone on strange paths, their 
own masters to the wild and bitter 
end. 

The Coast? Of course it is that 
city of great synthesis, Los Ange- 
les, with drinking water brought 
from afar, man-made fogs (smog) 
and even a synthetic universe un- 
der a domed plane tarium roof. It 
isa San Francisco restaurant with 
a worldwide reputation. It is the 
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homes clinging precariously to 
Berkeley’s Grizzly Peak, some- 
times wrapped in fog, or wildly 
windy, but now and then beauti- 
fully clear, houses hanging halfway 
to Heaven, aloof from smoke and 
noise and millions who mill far be- 
low them. 


‘The Coast is a place of rabid po- 
litical theory, past and present: 
“*Fifty-Four-Forty or Fight”; “One 
Big Union”; “‘The Yellow Peril’’; 
“Free Tom Mooney”; “Social 
Credit’; ‘Thirty Dollars Every 
Thursday”’; “Deport Harry 
Bridges.”’ Strife walks its water- 
fronts, would-be settlers have been 
turned back at the California bor- 
ders, general strikes have perilized 
its cities, airlines battle furiously 
for routes, and cities test their in- 
fluence to acquire forts or govern- 
ment shipping or lower freight 
rates. Railroads waxed fat on land 
subsidies; logging companies cut, 
got out and left the land in ruins, 
their company towns to die. 
Ranchers dynamited dams while 
southern valleys parched for wa- 
ter, and in the north great rivers 
are diked 20 feet high against 
floods which come again and 
again, always proving, in the end, 
that no dike is perfect. 

This, too, is the Coast—strife, 
politics, flood, pulsating economies, 
jammed cities helpless against a 
westbound flood of newcomers. 
Here are hot-rodders and zoot- 
suit gangs, chronic relief recipients, 
politicians who thrive on race, or 
on hatreds, or on local greed. 

But here are also rivers that flow 
quietly on Tuesday, on Wednes- 
day are roiled and alive, by Thurs- 
day are lined with adults and chil- 
dren frantically dipping nets, wash 
pans, buckets—anything to get out 
some of the millions of smelt (tasty, 
small, and mass-motivated) which 
now fill every inch of the stream. 
Here are waterfalls where salmon 
leap endlessly and the tiny brooks 
up which huge fish worm their 
way, half out of water, to spawn 
and die.

Juan island. At dusk, a lone sloop,

Check the points below and your garden can take anything that winter brings 


|] New shrubs and trees. \Water deeply and then mulch 
around bases to protect from alternate freezing and thawing. 


|] Vegetable and annual beds. Make the winter cold work for 
you. Spade or plow soil and leave it lumpy—there’s no need 
to rake. Frost action and cold will mellow it. 


| Established shrubs and trees. Prune out dead wood, if any, 
then feed. Spread plant food around bases of established 
shrubs. Feed trees by punching holes under shaded area and 
filling part way with plant food. 


[] Evergreens. Clip straggly ends and prune as needed to con- 
trol shape. Brace center stems of upright types that may be 
damaged by snow and ice sliding off eaves. 


|] Plant labels and stakes. Renew labels that aren’t easy to 
read. Pull up stakes and store inside. 


[_] Plant food. Seal tops of bags and store off ground, so food 
won’t absorb moisture. When damp, food cakes, doesn’t 
flow freely. 


(| Sprayers and dusters. Take nozzles apart and clean out 
residue with soapy water and stiff brush. Flush out sprayer 
tank with water. Lubricate dusters with graphite. 


[_] Pesticides and weed killers. Gather up all insect and disease 
controls, and store in a dry place. Seal containers tightly. If 
sacks are damaged, transfer to jars. Keep original labels in 
jars for identification and instructions. 


These steps protect plants from cold, dry winds, rodents, freezing and thawing 


@ Mulch perennials and small

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shrubs. In cold areas, mulch 
keeps soil from alternately 
freezing and thawing, which 
damages roots and crowns. 

Peg down mulches on windy 
corners with chicken wire, 
branches from tree pruning, 
or few spades of soil. 


Bright sun shining on frozen 
bark may crack bark by caus- 
ing uneven thawing. To pre- 
vent, use special tree wrap or 


aluminum foil. 


Use cylinder of wire mesh 
to protect young fruit trees 


from rabbit, mice damage.

15 degrees or below, rose 
canes may be frozen back to 
grafting understock. 

To prevent winterkill, in- 
sulate canes with mound of 
soil.

Is your garden ready for winter? 


Don’t let your place look winter-shabby 


Trim up lawn edges, so they 
will look neat over winter. 
Cut back grass that has be- 
gun to creep into flower beds. 
Use sharp spade or special 
edging tool to speed job. 
Rake and mow your lawn 
one last time. It will not only 
look neater, but will also 
green up faster in spring. 


Clean up the perennial beds. 


. Cut back frosted tops and 


use them for mulching.

Coat wood handles on garden 
tools with linseed oil. 

Clean off mud and sand out 
nicks, then rub handles with 
linseed oil on cloth. 

Oil soaks into wood, keeps 
it from drying out. Treated 
handles resist dirt and nicks 
better, too. Replace or refit 
handles that are loose. 


Lubricate moving parts on 
mowers, spreaders, and other 
wheeled equipment. 

Brush off dirt, and remove 
rust spots with steel wool or 
fine sandpaper. 

Rub down with oily rag. 
Or, coat with a half-and-half 
mixture of paraffin and car- 
bon tetrachloride. 


Drain power-tool gas tanks. 
Siphon off gas or run dry, and 
leave the tank empty over 
winter so gummy residue 
will not clog up the lines and 
the carburetor. 

Clean spark plug and air 
filter. If mower needs repair, 
have work done now while 
shops are in slack season. 


Collect and store all garden 
tools. If you haven’t made 
permanent racks and storage 
for them, do so now. 

Strips of wood and finish- 
ing nails will get long-handled 
iools off the floor. 

An old bucket serewed or 
nailed to wall takes care of 
hose and attachments.

Answers to your questions on 


hug cleaning 


i... are some tips from the rug cleaners and manufac- 
turers that will answer questions on how to get more wear 
from your carpets and keep them looking as good as new 


Q. How often should carpets be 
cleaned for longest wear? 

A. Daily quick pickups with a car- 
pet sweeper or vacuum, careful 
vacuuming once or twice a week, 
thorough cleaning once a year by a 
professional rug cleaner (depend- 
ing on the amount of soil). 


Q. What causes rug soiling? 
A, Soil from the atmosphere which 
is often oily. Also, deep soil—mi- 
nute bits of stone, clay, and pumice 
with knifelike edges—which is car- 
ried in on shoes. 


Q. Why should rugs be cleaned? 
A. Atmospheric soil dulls carpet 
beauty, and attracts and_ holds 
other soil. Deeper soil particles cut 
rug fibers and hasten their wear. 


Q. Will several cleanings take 
the ‘“‘life’’ out of rugs? 

A, Cleaning stops damage done by 
soil. The number of times a rug 
may be cleaned safely depends 
upon material, construction, dyes, 
wear conditions, and age. A good- 
quality rug can be cleaned as many 
times as it is necessary. 

In addition, as new rug patterns 
are introduced, they are almost all 
tested for cleanability by national 
rug-cleaning organizations. 


Q. Where is professional clean- 
ing done? 
A. “On location’”’ cleaning is used 
on wall-to-wall carpeting. The 
workmen come right into your 
home. Furniture can be put back 
into place from 12 to 24 hours later. 
‘Plant cleaning”’ is used mostly 
for room-size rugs that can be taken 
to the plant where they are thor- 
oughly rinsed and dried. 


Q. What is the cost of cleaning 
floor coverings? 
A, Prices will vary from 6 to 10 
cents per square foot. At 9 cents 
per square foot, cleaning a 12x15 
carpet would cost about $16. 
Plant cleaning is cheaper than 
on-location cleaning. Some clean- 
ers charge less if you do your own 
furniture moving, or if the carpet 
is not heavily soiled. 


Q. How can I find a reliable 
rug-cleaning plant? 


A. Ask your local carpet dealer to 
recommend a rug-cleaning plant. 

If there isn’t a cleaner in your 
town, you can write to the plant in 
a nearby city for an appointment 
to have rugs cleaned. If you pay 


the mileage, the cleaner will senda 
truck and equipment to your home 
to do the work. 

You can also send your rugs to 
the plant for cleaning. 


Q. Can you successfully clean 
rugs yourself? 
A, Frequent vacuuming will help 
preserve rug beauty, lengthen time 
between professional cleanings. 
You can use special rug-cleaning 
products for surface cleaning, or 
for stain removal. But you should 
follow directions carefully so the 
carpets don’t get too wet. 
Eventually, the rug should be 
cleaned by a professional who has 
the equipment to do a more thor- 
ough job. 


Q. How can stains be removed 
from carpets? 


A. Blot up as much as possible at 
once. Use the correct stain-removal 
solutions (try one of the kits made 
especially for rugs, or ask your rug 
cleaner if you aren’t sure), and 
rinse away the solution. 

Have the rug cleaned as soon as 
possible, telling the cleaner what 
the stain was in case some remains, 

Stains that seem to “‘disappear” 
into the rug nap and are not prop 
erly taken care of often reappear 
as a permanent stain after the rug 
is cleaned. 


Q. What is the best way to 
clean cotton or synthetic floor 
coverings? 

A, If the carpet is not allowed to become 
heavily soiled, either on-location or 
plant cleaning will give good re 
sults on cotton or synthetics. 

Be sure to tell your cleaner what 

your carpets are made of so he caf 
use the proper cleaning solutions 
and methods. 
Q. Will cleaning shrink rugs? 
A, It depends on the quality and 
construction of the rug. A little 
shrinkage usually occurs, becausé 
during manufacture the rug has 
been stretched somewhat. 

Cleaning relaxes the stretch, but 
this can be corrected by the mug 
cleaner in the plant or home. 


Q. How can carpets be protect 
ed from moth damage? 


A. Cotton and synthetic rugs do 
not attract moths. For wool rugs, 
follow the rug-care routine recom- 
mended above, and after the rug 
has been cleaned, have the cleaner 
apply a mothproofing agent.

Q. Should rug pads be cleaned, 
too? 


A, Padding should be dust-cleaned 
as often as the rug is cleaned. When 
it is ready for a thorough cleaning, 
it can be washed by your rug 
cleaner if handled with care. 


Q. How will cleaning affect the 
luster of Oriental rugs? 
A, Generally speaking, a clean rug 
has more luster than a soiled one. 
If the sheen on an Oriental or 
domestic-patterned rug is due to 
a special water-soluble finish, how- 
ever, the finish must be replaced 
after cleaning. 


Q. Are there any ‘‘dont’s’’ to 
observe in rug care? 

A, Don’t use ammonia or other 
strong alkalies such as laundry 
soaps on rugs and carpets. Strong 
alkalies can damage fibers, and can 
cause the colors to run. 

Don’t use soap on rugs. Soap 
leaves a film which attracts fresh 
dirt. Rug-cleaning plants use a 
special mixture of detergents blend- 
ed to wash away the kind of soil 
found in your community. 

Don’t use a beater on your rugs, 
or snap throw rugs as you shake 
them. This can break the backing 
yarns and cause tufts to fall out. 

Don’t forget to turn your rugs 
around to face in different direc- 
tions once or twice a year. This 
helps distribute the wear. 

Don’t push heavy pieces of furni- 
ture across the surface of a floor 
covering. This can damage the 
fibers seriously. Lift the furniture 
when you move it. 

Don’t pull out the little tufts or 
*“‘sprouts” that protrude above the 
surface of your floor covering. Clip 
them with a pair of shears to the 
same length as rest of pile.

Judson Dunaway Corp., Dover,N.H 











dlety primer for parents 


Fathers and mothers can prevent hundreds of 


thousands of accidents to their children in a single 


year. Here’s a 5-point program to give greater 


safety to your youngsters. Make it your crusade! 


By Ray Giles 


, on nationwide effort to save chil- 
dren’s lives is supremely for parents, be- 
cause every other agency working on the 
problem is doing about all it can. 

It is particularly for parents also be- 
cause, while accidents are a greater threat 
to children than any disease, there isn’t a 
chance in the world that some miraculous 
inoculation will ever be invented to make 
our boys and girls immune against acci- 
dental injury and death. 

It takes only three facts from the Nation- 
al Safety Council to show how badly we 
need to watch and teach safety, and make 
sure that every possible danger is out of our 
homes. 

One fact is that every year hundreds of 
thousands of accidents keep children at 
home or in hospitals for 24 hours or long- 
er. Motor-vehicle accidents alone injure 
200,000 children under the age of 14. An- 
other statistic is that 80,000 children are 
hurt seriously in accidents, many of these 
amounting to lifelong handicaps. Finally, 
last year, about 20,000 boys and girls 
through age 19 lost their dives in accidents! 
That makes accidents a greater threat to your 
children than the six worst childhood diseases 
added together. 

How can we bring down this accident 
rate to a minimum? Safety authorities offer 
a five-point program. 

First: We must at all times set the best- 
possible example by our own safe behavior. 

Second: We must get rid of every avoid- 
able danger in our homes and on our out- 
side property. 

Third: We must cheerfully and consci- 
entiously accept full responsibility for the 
safety of our infants. 

Fourth: We must begin teaching safety 
to our children as soon as they can talk, 
and keep it up through adolescence. Many 
believe that this alone would eliminate 
four-fifths of all present accidents to chil- 
dren under the age of 5! 

Fifth: We must be active in community 
efforts to protect all children. The safety of 





our children isn’t complete until they have 
safety-minded playmates and safe sur- 
roundings wherever they may be. 


Your accident record 


So, let’s begin with yourself. Just how 
good is your personal record for safe be- 
havior? There should be a long, long time 
between accidents. And you ought to want 
safety for yourself as well as for your chil- 
dren, because, if you’re under 35, accidents 
are still the greatest threat you face. 

No wonder that the United States Public 
Health Service observes, ““An underlying 
need is the promotion of the interest of 
each individual in home-accident preven- 
tion as personally beneficial.” 

You’ve probably noticed that some peo- 
ple have many more accidents than do 
others. Psychiatrists, physicians, and others 
who’ve studied this peculiarity of behavior 
find that about one-fifth of us have four- 
fifths of all accidents. Those who have a 
great many accidents are called ‘‘accident- 
prone” and ‘‘accident repeaters.” 


Accideni repeaters 


What are the traits of such persons? 
Whether they are young or old, you find 
them eager to take chances, you may find 
overexcitability, disregard of the rights of 
others, being chronically in a rush, being 
easily upset, ‘‘flightiness,’’ and other marks 
of what is really immaturity on the part of 
supposed grownups. 

Since ‘‘the life you save may be your 
own,” why not decide now to cultivate the 
opposites of these dangerous characteris 
tics? Try to be calm at all times, consider- 
ate of others, alert. 


Early example important 


Such antiaccident behavior will make 
the best-possible example for your child, 
and the importance of this, says Dr. George 
M. Wheatley of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, “cannot be overesti- 
mated.”

Never leave Baby alone when 
feeding from a bottle; then he can’t 
possibly regurgitate the milk and 
smother in it or breathe it into his 
lungs. 

Also remember that a baby is so 
helpless in water that it should 
never be left alone in a tub or out- 
side pool, no matter how shallow 
the water is. 

At 12 to 15 months, a child be- 
gins exploring. Stairs are such calls 
to adventure that gates should be 
placed at both top and bottom. 

Unused light sockets should be 
plugged in or taped over to prevent 
shocks to inquisitive fingers. 

Keep small objects out of reach 
and avoid the possibility of choking 
or gagging. 

These tots are so fascinated by 


things above their heads that you 
must protect them against acci- 
dents caused by yanking at a lamp 
cord or a pot handle left carelessly 
poking over the edge of a stove. 

At 2, a child begins to rotate his 
forearm, enabling him to turn 
doorknobs. So beware of dangers 
behind closed doors. 

These youngsters also love to 
take things apart and put them to- 
gether. Toys satisfying this instinct 
may prevent accidents with house- 
hold appliances. 

At 3, control of bodily motion 
improves, footing is surer. But 
youngsters are often in such a rush 
that falls and collisions are real 
dangers. Safety instruction can be- 
gin, and letting a child do a simple 
errand is one good way; it allows 
you to explain exactly how to do it 
in perfect security. 

By the time he is 4, a child’s 
ability to pay attention has im- 
proved so much that your lessons 
really begin to “take hold.”’ At this 
age, most boys and girls love to 
climb, ride tricycle, play ball. 
These activities can best begin un- 
der your supervision.

from persons outside your home. 
This doesn’t relieve you of your 
responsibility. Keep your eyes open 
for accident-proneness. 

When your son or daughter en- 
ters adolescence and seems so 
grown up one day and so childish 
the next, you’ll want to go on urg- 
ing safety, because the accident 
rate for boys and girls between 14 
and 19 has been increasing. Now, 
you'll place special emphasis on 
the danger of jaywalking in traffic 
and carelessness when driving. 


Best safety lessons 


What is the best way to teach 
safety? Psychologists and pediatri- 
cians urge you to base it on your 
love for your children. Even the 
earliest do’s and don’ts should be 
colored with affection. So should 
explanations and instructions. Chil- 
dren respond best when they real- 
ize how deeply concerned their 
parents are for their well-being. 

“Simple household experiments 
can dramatize safety instruction,” 
says Dr. Harry F. Dietrich, a Los 
Angeles physician who’s given a lot 
of time and effort to accident pre- 
vention and safety education. 

For example, you let a child 
touch a warm coffeepot and you 
explain the real danger of touching 
a hot stove. Or a mustard jar is left 
open, a little finger poked in and 
tasted, and Mother explains that 
jars and bottles shouldn’t be ex- 
plored or tasted without asking 
what’s inside.

Safety instruction should never 
make a child either afraid or over- 
confident. “‘Do it the right way, and 
you won’t get hurt,” is a sound ap- 
proach to your child’s good sense. 
It can be pointed out that this 
means doing it like a grownup, an 
appeal that makes the most of the 
desire to imitate one’s elders. 
What does it all add up to? With 
the program outlined here and in 
the following safety check lists, 
parents can begin, right now, to 
reduce accidents to children by 
hundreds of thousands every year. 
If ever a wonderful opportunity 
was shouting for action, here it is! 


Check these 55 ways to pre- 
vent accidents to children. 


To prevent fires, scaldings, 
electrical shocks, explosions 
e Use safety matches. Keep them, 
and your table cigarette lighter, 
where children can’t get at them. 
Teach your children early how 
to telephone for the fire depart- 
ment if caught alone in a fire. 
Have a home fire drill now and 
then. Teach each child what to 
do if fire occurs. 
Provide an adequate flashlight 
—not matches—for exploring in 
dark corners. 
Always screen an open fireplace. 
When children are old enough 
to burn trash outside, teach them 
to make fires well away from the 
house and never when it’s windy. 
To reduce fire risks, always get 
rid of all inflammable rubbish 
promptly. 
If you smell leaking gas, venti- 
late room, find leak, get rid of it. 
If you can’t remedy the trouble, 
ventilate the room well, tele- 
phone the gas company, and get 
outside until help comes. 
To minimize fire risk, have flues, 
chimneys, and heating equip- 
ment cleaned every year. 
Prevent scalding by hot food or 
liquids on stoves by placing pot 
handles inward so young chil- 
dren won’t grab at them. 
Prevent scaldings by having hot- 
water supply at 125 degrees; use 
thermometer for Baby’s bath; 
needn’t be above 100 degrees. 
Teach children to avoid electri- 
cal shocks by using electrical 
equipment only when hands are 
dry. Never telephone or touch 
wires if hands are damp. Never 
stand on damp floors when using 
electricity. Never, under any cir- 
cumstances, turn a light on or off 
when you’re in a bathtub or 
taking a shower. 

Frayed lamp or appliance cords 

should be replaced to avoid fire 

and shock hazards. 

e Tape over or put plugs in outlets 
not in use into which children 
might poke metal objects or in- 
quisitive fingers. 

e Before using any Christmas-tree 
lighting outfits, inspect them for 
frayed wiring, damaged sockets, 
and other defects, which might 
cause shock or fire.

e If your children are little, have 
gates at top and bottom of stairs. 

e Teach them, when going up and

down stairs, not to carry big 
things requiring the use of both 
hands and which may obstruct 
their vision. 

Teach children not to hurry or 
play on stairs. 

Keep playthings and all other 
objects off the stairs. 

All inside stairs and outside steps 
must be well lighted. 

All stairs should have handrails 
within the children’s reach. 
Keep inside stairs and outside 
steps in perfect condition. Stair 
carpet must be securely tacked 
down. If worn, it should be re- 
paired immediately. 

Have sand or salt on hand for 
icy outside steps and sidewalk, 
and use it immediately when 
such places are slippery. 

Teach children to use flashlights 
if they get up at night. 

Remove immediately any slip- 
pery material that has dropped 
on a floor. 

Provide.strong stools and step- 
ladders for high reaching. 

Have handrails beside tubs and 
showers. Place rubber mat under 
shower. 

Never overwax floors. 


e 
e Anchor all rugs that may slip. 
e Avoid long cords on lamps or 


appliances. 

Window screens must be secure- 
ly in place to protect youngsters 
who may push against them. 
Safety bars on upstairs bedroom 
windows are desirable. 


Beware of poisonings 

e Assume that small children may 
put anything in their mouths! Re- 
member that many substances 
in any home—even aspirin or 
certain cosmetics—can make a 
child very sick when sampled 
like candy. So lock up or place 
out of reach all dangerous liq- 
uids, powders, and so forth. 
Labels on poisonous substances 
usually tell what to do if the ma- 
terial is swallowed by mistake. 
Read these instructions and be 
sure you have the necessary anti- 
dotes on hand. 

Never give medicine in the dark! 
Turn your flashlight on labels, 
for safety’s sake. 

Throw away all prescription 
bottles not now in use. 

Teach children not to taste any- 
thing unfamiliar, whether it’s a 
weed in the garden or something 
in a bottle. 


Prevention of suffocation or 
asphyxiation 

e Tuck Baby carefully in his crib 
or carriage with horse-blanket- 
size safety pins or attached tapes 
so he cannot possibly snarl blan- 
kets about his head. 

Crib mattresses must fit tightly. 
Do not give Baby a pillow. 
Always have Baby sleep alone. 
Keep Baby so near you that you 
will be sure to hear any sound of 
distress. 

Know how to stoke and feed 
coal fires so carbon monoxide 
won’t be formed. 

Frequently ventilate rooms con- 
taining coal or gas fires or where

Back out im- 
mediately to avoid any danger 
from carbon-monoxide fumes. 


Other safeguards 

e Don’t leave doors ajar, drawers 

n, or furniture placed where 
a child is likely to get bruised 
against it. 

e Power and hand tools, knives 
and scissors, and other objects 
that may stab or cut should be 
out of reach. When a child is old 
enough to use these things, teach 
him how to do so safely. 

e Doors to bathrooms and other 
rooms should be left unlocked so 
you can get to a child in trouble 
—and so he can get out of the 
room easily. 

e Teach children not to tease pets 
or strange animals. 

e Yards should be clear of such 
hazards as low clotheslines, litter, 


ope 


stones, or playthings left careless- 
ly on the lawn. 

Put away garden tools after us- 
ing, and keep them clean and 
free from rust. 

Play equipment and lawn furni- 
ture should be kept in perfect 
condition. 

Know the safest route to school, 
and teach the child to use it 
without varying. 

Impress on children the possible 
danger of playing with, ham- 
mering, tasting, or taking apart 
unfamiliar things that may in- 
jure them. 

Teach children the safety rules 
when on skates, using a wagon, 
riding bicycle. 

Be so interested in all your chil- 
dren’s activities that they’ll tell 
you everything they’re up to. 
This may save bad accidents in 
old buildings, dangerous swim- 
ming holes, and in other hazard- 
ous surroundings away from 
home.

WHY DOES TIME pass fast for you some times, but 
seem to drag at others? 

The time you /ive by is not measured by clocks, but by 
an extremely delicate psychological timepiece located in 
your brain. So sensitive is this appartus that how fast or 
slow it runs is affected by slight changes in body tem- 
perature, what you eat, whether you’re working or rest- 
ing, how old you are, whether you’re happy or de- 
pressed, and so on. 

When your body temperature rises, when you get over- 
heated or run a fever, time passes more slowly. When 
you’re cold, time appears to pass much faster. Time 
passes about one-third faster when you’re working than 
when you’re loafing. Scientific tests have shown it passes 
five times as slowly for a youngster in his early teens, as 
for a person between 60 and 70. That’s why it’s so hard to 
hold a child’s attention for any length of time. For him, 
the minutes take a much longer time to pass. 

Time goes slowly when you’re frustrated or depressed; 
fast when you’re happy. Drinks containing caffeine play 
an interesting trick on your mental timepiece and make 
time appear to pass much faster than normal. When time 
hangs heavily on your hands, sip a cup of coffee. You’ll be 
surprised at how much faster it makes time pass. And tea 
is just as effective in speeding up the hands of the clock.

dering lost and forlorn in half a 
dozen cities on free evenings, camp- 
ers elbowing each other for spots 
in a wilderness park, a herd of 
hunters more dangerous to each 
other than to the deer they seek, 
acrobats and their tendoned girl 
friends on Santa Monica’s Muscle 
Beach on a Sunday afternoon.

apologetically, to the salesclerk):

Dramas such as the above occur 
repeatedly in children’s depart- 
ments. I know, for, as buyer for the 
girls’ and sub-teen departments in 
a large metropolitan store, I was 
continually exposed to these family 
disturbances. 

I must state my bias from the 
start—I am on the children’s side! 
Possibly I, too, was a problem 
shopper as a child. I recall shed- 
ding many tears in the shops and 
later, at home, when I hated to 
wear an article of clothing I had 
not wanted. 

Such unpleasant scenes and 
strained relations should be avoid- 
ed, especially since shopping with 
children can be a most rewarding 
experience. 

The primary rule in avoiding a 
shopping ordeal is preparation for 
both parent and child. 


Mother’s preparations 

A wise mother will begin her 
shopping chores with a tentative 
idea of her purchases. 

Watch the ads in your local pa- 
pers, window-shop without the 
child, and when shopping for other 
needs reserve a few minutes for the 
children’s department. See what is 
being shown and familiarize your- 
self with the current prices. 

If a daughter needs a new coat, 
think ahead to the time when she 
will be wearing it. Will it be for 
Sunday dress-up? For daily school 
wear? Or perhaps for both? This 
will narrow your choice of coats 
and speed your selection. 

Mothers are often surprised at 
the price variation from one size 
range to another. As their children 
grow into the next size range, they 
sometimes resent the increased 
cost. Each size range increases in 
retail prices just as they do for the 
manufacturer. Bear in mind that 
manufacturers must average their 
costs for the entire range of sizes. 

Lists help when there are many 
items to be bought. They prove 
valuable, when drawn up in the 
order of purchase, especially ifsome 
of the garments are to be worn with 
others in an ensemble. I know a 3- 
year-old who keeps count mentally 
of his purchases. He loves the re- 
sponsibility of telling his mother 
what is next. 

Try, if you can, to limit the day’s 
purchases to those for your child. 
This is essential if he or she is a 
problem shopper! 

Plan to shop during uncrowded 
days and hours. Become familiar 
with the shopping habits in your 
community. Saturdays are to be 
avoided usually, and mornings are 
not as busy as afternoons. Consult 
the salesclerks when you wish to 
determine a store’s slow business 
hours. 

It’s a good idea to shop regularly

in one store—and with one sales. 
person who will become familiar 
with your taste preferences and 
with the child’s size and figure 
type. Your youngster will feel less 
strange in a store he knows and 
with a salesclerk he recognizes, 

Shopping in neighborhood stores 
is easier on both parents and chil- 
dren, although selections are not as 
large as in department stores. How- 
ever, this is sometimes a blessing— 
fewer garments to try on and de- 
cide upon. 

Avoid the practice of shopping 
from store to store with a young 
child. This, too, will eliminate ex- 
tensive try-ons. 

You know how quickly a child 
tires and becomes irritable. He 
cannot understand why it is neces- 
sary to try on 8 or 10 garments, 
After the third one, they all look 
alike to him. Neither can he easily 
understand your reluctance to pay 
more than you had planned. 

It is sometimes advisable to have 
your child accompany you when 
purchasing some item for your own 
wardrobe. He will observe that 
parents also require many try-ons 
and frequently reject items because 
of high price. 

Sometimes, there are two or 
three children to be shopped with 
at the same time. Decide in ad- 
vance the particular needs of each 
one, then coordinate the activities 
of the day to cover all requirements. 

Discuss your plans with them so 
that they may know what to ex- 
pect. Perhaps young Bill can browse 
in the adjoining book department 
while you shop with his sister. Your 
older daughter will quickly accept 
the responsibility for helping you 
select Baby’s snowsuit. 


Preparing the child 


In anticipation of cold weather, 
you might remark to your son: 
“Dickie, you’ve grown so big this 
fall that many of your last winter’s 
clothes are too small for you.” 

Perhaps a day or two before you 
plan to go shopping you might 
add: ‘We'll be shopping soon for 
some new trousers for school. We'll 
take the bus downtown to Atkins’ 
store. Do you remember the pleas- 
ant salesman who sold us your con- 
firmation suit? He likes to wait on 
you because you’re so patient in 
trying on clothes.” 

Another time you might discuss 
the type of trousers you have in 
mind—long or short, wool, cordu- 
roy or dungarees, also colors, and 
so forth. Be sure to consider his 
preferences so that any difference 
of opinion may be resolved at home. 

This will enable your son to feel 
some responsibility in choosing his 
wardrobe. Also, it will provide an 
opportunity for you to guide an 
older child to the precepts of good 
taste. 

On the morning of your shop- 
ping day, you should casually in 
form your child of the plan 
activities for that day. Your mat

ter-of-fact attitude will in large 
measure determine his reactions. 

If you consider shopping with 
him an ordeal to be done with as 
quickly as possible, and transfer 
that suggestion to him, he will ac- 
cept the challenge and turn loose 
his bad behavior patterns. 

If, instead, you include him in a 
pleasant round of activities revolv- 
ing about him, he will endeavor to 
behave well and cooperate with 
you. He must, however, under- 
stand that this is not a game or a 
party. Remind him of the advan- 
tages of a job done quickly and 


quietly. 
It is well to remember that a 
youngster who is familiar with 


neighborhood stores like supermar- 
kets and bakeries will not be great- 
ly overawed or distracted in a large 
department store. He will be ac- 
customed to crowds, and already 
familiar with the shopping rules of 
“don’t touch” and “stay close to 
Mother.” 

If Sally is a well-seasoned travel- 
er on subway, bus, or trolley, there 
will be less to excite her. Sometimes 
a favorite toy or doll will occupy a 
younger child on the long ride 
downtown. Also, it will keep her 
from feeling “‘lost” in the strange 
environment of a big store. 


In the store 
It is imperative that you start 
your shopping as soon as you enter 
the store. But, first, visit the lava- 
tory in order to avoid subsequent 
interruptions. Postpone, until your 
purchases have been completed, 


such adventures as riding up and 
down on escalators and elevators 
or visiting the toy department. 

It is most important to limit the 
number of try-ons. A knowledge of 
your child’s figure type and size 
will help. Decide in advance 
whether she looks better in fitted or 
loose clothes, tailored or dainty 
garments, and which are her best 
colors. 

There is great overlapping in 
juvenile size ranges, and even great 
variation among garments of the 
same size. Smart mothers know 
their child’s measurements and 
shop with tape measure in hand. 

Remember, if your youngster is 
clothes-conscious, her requirement 
in clothes is to be ‘‘just like all the 
other girls in the class.’” While the 
keynote underlying adult fashion- 
shopping is exclusiveness and in- 
dividuality in style, children can- 
not understand this viewpoint and 
will reject clothes that you may 
select for them because of original- 
ity of cut or color. 

There is good psychological re- 
search data to substantiate this. 
These boys and girls are just be- 
coming social creatures. They in- 
dulge in group play, organize their 
own clubs, and above all want to 
look alike. Much as you decry the 
blue jeans and tomboy shirts, they 
are important socially, thus emo- 
tionally, to your 8-year-old—just 
as important as lipstick to her teen- 
age sister. 

Several factors contribute to the 
fashion education of the younger 
set. Many department stores woo 


these potential customers with gala 
fashion shows, and with clubs and 
newsy letters describing the sea- 
sons’ styles. Mama’s magazines and 
newspapers devote pages to chil- 
dren’s garments each season. 

There are many juvenile maga- 
zines for both boys and girls which 
regularly include fashion sections 
featuring pictures of clothes and 
easy-to-read articles on colors, fab- 
rics, and styles for these ages. Then 
there are the movies and, of course, 
television with far-reaching effects 
in displaying young fashions. 

As a consequence of exposure to 
these media, our children emerge 
rather well informed on current 
styles and, in many cases, demon- 
strate surprisingly good taste. 

It is inevitable, then, that they 
enjoy selecting their own clothes. 
And the wise mother capitalizes on 
this. 

Another approach to more ami- 
able shopping is to allow youngsters 
to choose for themselves small items 
such as socks, gloves, kerchiefs, and 
pajamas. Then they are more likely 
to be conciliatory on the expensive 
garments. Jill’s choice of gaudy 
pajamas will be a private and in- 
consequential error of taste. 

You might also carry this a bit 
further and have your child help 
you in selecting some relatively un- 
important item for your home or 
another member of the family. 

A very successful technique is for 
Mother to select five or six dresses 
in the appropriate size, style, and 
color and then permit Jill her 
choice of two from this group. In 


this way, both have had a hand in 
the matter. 

Youngsters prefer bright, clear 
colors and are attracted to elabo- 
rate clothes such as metallics and 
laces. These fabrics represent their 
idea of luxury. They never fail to 
finger slippery, shiny surfaces such 
as satins, and soft-napped cloths 
like fleece and fur. Subtle, sophis- 
ticated prints and color contrasts 
are lost on this generation. 

Shopping provides an excellent 
opportunity to teach older children 
about fabrics, styles, and good taste 
in combining colors: ‘““No, Linda, 
those ruffles are too fussy for a 
school dress, although they would 
be lovely for a party,” or “That 
brown and orange skirt is pretty 
but won’t go well with your blue 


jacket. This check will look smart 


with it.” Don’t ignore or dismiss 
your youngster’s comments. 

The experiences of a shopping 
trip may be used to stimulate a 
child’s interest in geography, tex- 
tiles, and even economics: “Wool 
comes from sheep. They graze in 
the Western States—remember 
last winter when there was a bliz- 
zard out West,” or “‘“That navy 
dress was $29.95 last week and now 
has been marked down to $22.” 

The depths of emotional disturb- 
ance between parent and child are 
reached after a publicly adminis- 
tered spanking. Never spank your 
child in front of others. The humil- 
iation causes him to rebel still 
further. 

Another peeve of youngsters is to

cide between two items, she will 
generally prefer to hold the gar- 
ments for you for an hour or two. 
You can think it over on the way 
home and telephone her your de- 
cision and arrange for delivery. 

After you have made your selec- 
tion, there will be an interval dur- 
ing which your sales check will be 
written, payment made, and your 
packages wrapped. This is a good 
time to commend your child for his 
fine behavior and good taste. Main- 
tain this agreeable feeling by fol- 
lowing up with lunch or a walk 
through his favorite department. 

A word about lost children. It is 
usually a tossup who is more fran- 
tic, the mother or the child. The 
former is usually heard shouting 
the child’s name hysterically over 
and over, while the latter is crying 
for his mama, unconsoled by sym- 
pathetic strangers. 

When they are reunited, the 
greatly relieved mother will fre- 
quently scold, and even spank, the 
child. The unhappy youngster has 
just come through one of the worst 
experiences of his life and this is no 
time to threaten punishment be- 
cause he strayed from Mama. (Be- 
sides, she may have been at fault.) 
He needs more than anything else 
at this time the security and com- 
fort of his mother’s love. Talk to 
him and soothe him for a while be- 
fore attempting any purchases. 

Many mothers are faced with 
the necessity of taking their pre- 
schoolers along with them while 
doing their own shopping. Avoid 
this problem whenever possible by 
shopping in your neighborhood or 
by using telephone and mail-order 
services. 

When you must have the little 
ones along on some important 
shopping for yourself, the preced- 
ing advice applies equally well. 
Your prime objective will be to get 
through your purchases as quickly 
as possible.

How to construct sturdy, stick-free drawers

Drawer parts consist of front, 
back, sides, and bottom. 
Bottom should “float” in 
grooves cut in the front, back, 
and sides. This allows for ex- 
pansion and contraction of 
bottom which can split the 
drawer apart if fastened in. 


Mark drawer back for dado 
to accept the center guide. 
Do each drawer back this 
way before you groovy e the 
bottom of the front, back, 
and sides to accept bottom. 
Groove for bottom should 
be 4 inch above dado in 
back for center drawer guide. 


Mark for rabbets on drawer 
fronts. They will provide lip 
which covers drawer opening 
when drawer is closed. 

Cut all rabbets at one time 
with single saw setting. Label 
each part as you go. 

When your're finished, cut 
grooves to accept bottoms. 
Bevel edges of drawer fronts. 


With glue and light finishing 
nails, assemble drawers. Back 
corners go together first. 
Make sure grooves you cut 
for bottoms match in back 
and on sides. Then glue and 
nail (or serew) together front 
after bottoms are in. 
Bottoms help to square up 
drawer before front goes on.

Ordinary 
household musts—place mats, napkins, cafe curtains, 
guest towels—become exciting. Except for paints and 
fabric, most of the equipment is around the house. De- 
sign ideas are everywhere. Children are good at finding 
them and like to help. So you can combine family fun 
with low-cost, high-value presents. 


Here are step-by-step reminders 

> Work on a smooth, flat surface. Several sheets of news- 
paper or wrapping paper are fine. Discard top sheet as 
it becomes paint-smeared. 

> Stretch fabric on a piece of heavy cardboard or large 
blotter to absorb extra paint. 

> Fasten fabric securely on all sides with thumbtacks, 
masking or transparent tape. 

> Plan where to place design on fabric. Guidelines help. 

> Use textile paints. Buy a kit (of 5 colors, black, white— 
brush included) or separate jars and brush. 

> Mix paint in small amounts—a little goes a long way, 
Glass or aluminum-foil dishes make good containers. 

> Print design. Let fabric dry 24 hours. Longer for silk. 


> Set iron at temperature for fabric used. Press for 3 
minutes to set. Use dry cloth between paint and iron. 


> Wear old clothes. Have plenty of turpentine for cleanup!

Screw Copper scouring pad Leaves 


Head of a large screw makes border 
design on collar and cuffs. Sew a bast- 
ing thread to guide placement.

One minute it was 15 below 
zro. We'd round a curve and it 
would be 2 above, and descend a 
hill to 17 below. 

“T’ve seen it jump 20 degrees in 
a mile,” Wetherbee said. ‘‘Ice on 
one stretch becomes rain on an- 
other, then ice again. Every turn 
of the road brings a different tem- 
perature. If more people knew this 
there would be fewer skids on sur- 
prise ice !”” 


5. “Keep your radio tuned — 
ahead!”* In Concord, New Hamp- 
shire, Motor-Vehicle Commission- 
er Fred Clarke said: “‘Tell people, 
in bad weather, to keep their ra- 
dioson. Many people do, of course, 
but they’re listening to some city 
they’ve left behind. In winter, lis- 
ten to towns toward which you're head- 
in. Often theyll warn you with 
road bulletins if the weather gets 
bad.” 

County roads offer their own 
special problems, but it’s in the 
cities, say snow drivers, that the 
worst headaches develop. Massive 
wafic jams on ice. Corner colli- 
sions.

(temperature 22 below zero) I sat 
in a steaming taxicab waiting room 
and watched women shoppers 
come in and wait on benches for a 
taxi home. Because of ice, they'd 
left their cars in the garage—a wise 
decision. Taxis with chains got 
them home—uphill and down— 
safely. The taxicab waiting room 
looked a little like a bus terminal, 
except that instead of a ticket seller 
there was a radio operator giving 
directions, as an admiral directs his 
fleet. The operator was Bob Harris, 
boss of the Radio Taxi Service. 

Between calls I chatted with 
Harris and a crew of skilled driv- 
ers who had completed their shifts. 

“At every corner in winter we 
look for a car skidding out of a side 
street,” said Harris. “‘At every hill 
we expect a sled.” 

“What troubles people most?”’ I 
asked. 

“Getting away from parking 
meters,’ Harris said. Earlier ar- 
rivals have packed the snow and 
built up little mounds of ice—just 
where your rear wheels will be. 
Water drips from back fenders— 
and the mounds grow higher. Then 
when you park, particularly if it’s 
diagonal parking, you can’t make

your car push back over that hump 
—unless you have chains on. 
“Never go into a parking space 
until you look to see if you can get 
out again!” 


6. How one woman got out. But 
in Malone, New York, on the 
frozen Canadian border, I saw a 
woman lick that problem. 

Three times she tried to back 
away from a parking meter. She’d 
get three feet back—and_ her 
wheels would spin. 

Finally, with deftness born of 
long winter driving, she (1) backed 
up as far as she could; (2) let her 
car roll forward (downhill) until 
the front tire bumped the curb 
smartly. Then (3) quickly catching 
her car on the rebound, she fed gas 
and backed nearly over the icy 
hump into the street. The tire, 





A slows down and “cases” 
the icy hill to keep from mak- 
ing the same mistake as B. 

B started down too fast, 
became overcautious, applied 
brakes and skidded. He fin- 
ally straightened out but now 
lacks the momentum to make 
the second hill. 

A’s driver feeds a little gas 
downhill to build up momen- 
tum. Uphill he lets car lose 
speed. If he has figured right 
hell make the top.

7. How snow drivers cross a patch 
of ice. How many times on a clear, 
dry, sunny road have you hit a 
surprise patch of ice, under ap 
overpass, or in the shade of a hill 
and felt your car skid? Head-on 
collisions sometimes happen this 
way. 

What do you do? Too much 
speed on ice causes skids. Braking on 
ice is dangerous. I put the question 
to various professional drivers. At 
first they didn’t know what they did 
—except avoid brakes on_ ice, 
They’d never thought about it. 

Finally, they all agreed (with 
one exception) their routine was: 






















“Some people go too slow on 
banked curves when icy,” 
says “Blue Angel” Wether. 
bee. “You shouldn’t speed, 
but going too slow can als 
mean trouble.” 

A tried it slowly and is 
headed downhill off the pave. 
ment. B tried it faster, slid 
to the high edge, hit his 
brakes and skidded sidewise, 

C knows the speed needed, 
He sticks to the right edg 
where he may find some sand 
or gravel. He’s going fast 
enough to keep from skidding. 



















Here’s how some snow dri: 
ers handle their cars whe 
coming upon a patch of ice. 

(1) Apply brakes (taking 
advantage of bare pavement)

1. Learn to look for the condi- 
tions that cause ice patches—barns 
and trees close to the road, under- 
passes, and so on. 

2. Immediately apply brakes on 
dry road—hard. 

3. As you slow down, release 
brakes—before you hit the ice. 

4. Now—before reaching the ice 
—most snow drivers feed a little gas 
—just enough to keep rear wheels 
and engine from holding back on 
the ice (and causing a skid). 

5. Now, with all wheels rolling 
free, they roll across the ice with- 
out fear. 


8. A snow driver “rubs off speed.”” 
In Littleton, fleet boss Fisher told 
how driver Andrews had prevent- 
ed a bad wreck. ““On Route 302 
near South Casco, Maine,” he 
said, ‘““Andrews began to. skid 
downhill. Way down at the bot- 
tom a car was stuck and spinning 
its wheels—the worst thing you can 
do. Suddenly the wheels burned 
through to bare road, and the car 
shot ahead—across the road. To 
miss a crash, a big oil tanker skid- 
ded across the highway. A second 
tanker jackknifed. And along came 
Andrews skidding for all he was 
worth toward a messy collision 
with all of them.” 

But Andrews, like many skilled 
professional drivers, knows the 
trick known as “‘rubbing off speed” 
in a serious emergency. To avoid 
collisions, state police sometimes 
“tub off speed”’ against guardrails. 
There were no guardrails here but 
Andrews eased his truck into the 
ditch and let it lean over sidewise, 
tubbing its side against a snow- 
bank. Dangerous? Yes. But less 
dangerous than a bad collision. 

“He rubbed off speed in the 
sow and stopped safely,”’ Fisher 
said. 

“And then he did some quick 
thinking. A lot of drivers would 
have stayed right there. Not An- 
drews. I was following a mile be- 
hind him that day. Suddenly I saw 
Andrews pop up over the hilltop 
waving. He was running back to 
flag down traffic. He sure saved me 
a bad crash!” 


9. What to do if you’re stuck. 
Commented Joe Duranty, a motor- 
vehicle inspector who'd been listen- 
ing to Fisher: ‘‘All drivers should 
remember that rule. If you're 
stuck on a hill, hurry back and 
warn traffic before somebody hits 
your car—and gets killed!’ ’ 


10. “Cool your tires.” If your car 
bogs down in deep snow, here’s a 
north-country trick. Wait awhile 
and let them cool of. Your tires get 
warm traveling, and warm tires 
May spin uselessly. ‘‘Let your car 
stand 10 minutes,’ said Motor- 
Vehicle Inspector Verne George, 
of St. Johnsbury, Vermont. “Your 
ures take a better bite when they 
get cold.” 

“I know that’s true,” agreed 
Corporal Everett Marshall of 

€rmont’s state police. “I used to 
drive a logging truck. I could al- 
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ways pull out of snow better on my 
first trip—when my tires were 
cold.” 

(National Safety Council tests 
have shown that the time of day, 
too, is a factor. Your tires may not 
skid on cold ice in the early morn- 
ing. But as the day warms up, ice 
gets slicker—so look out!) 


ll. Morning and evening rule. 
Near North Freyburg, Maine, 
Ralph Hill, a farmer, was digging 
out his driveway. “Closest call I 
ever had, I came up the north side 
of a hill in good dry snow, doing 
fine,”’ he said. “I went over the top 
and—wham!—slid right down the 
south side into a snowbank. The 
early sun tricked me—it slicked 
the snow.” 

This isa common hazard. North- 
country drivers say: “Jn the morn- 
ing, beware of south slopes. 

**But in the evening, beware of the 
north side. The sun has cleared the 
south slope, now, but the shady 
north side, packed by many wheels, 
is ice. 


12. How to make a “starting 
runway. At one logging camp I 
watched a driver named Bulley 
head out through snow toward a 
highway. “‘Here we go,”’ he shout- 
ed. “Somebody watch my wheels.” 

But his wheels didn’t dig in. For 
Bulley started by backing up. Gently, 
he feathered his gas and rolled back 
only a foot or two. He was actually 
rolling out a short “‘starting run- 
way” for himself. Now he got an 
easy rolling start on the packed 
snow before heading into the loose 
stuff ahead. 

What about the new cars? And 
what about automatic or fluid 
drive in snow? 

I found some professional driv- 
ers who still like standard trans- 
mission on snow. But these were 
matched by others who, after two 
or three seasons, have become en- 
thusiastic about ‘‘automatic”’ or 
*“fluid.” 

‘““Now we can get up long grades 
without the gear-shifting jerk that 
used to cause skids,” they said. 

But can you rock the new cars 
free when they’re stuck? 

‘Sure they'll rock,” said Andrew 
Paquin, a school-bus driver at Lake 
Titus, New York. Paquin hauls 
kids to school in the northern Ad- 
irondack wilderness where tem- 
peratures go 60 below and where 
there was hard rutted snow and ice 
on Route 10. 

“You just have to get the knack. 
You feather the gas more gently 
than with standard transmission. 
(Paquin’s school “‘bus”’ is actually a 
sedan with fluid drive.) 

Up in Franconia Notch, with his 
blue light winking, “blue angel’ 
Wetherbee gave a snow driver's 
judgment on all the new cars: 

*‘Winter used to knock cars out 
like tenpins,”’ he said. ‘‘We’d find 
them broken down and helpless 
with all sorts of troubles.

Central and East (spect evergreens and shrubs for 

the two-inch long, brown bagworm 

cases. Pull these from the plants and burn them to prevent 

worms from stripping plants next season. . . . Finish raking 

lawn to prevent wet, matted leaves from smothering grass. 

. .. Cut stalks from any perennials that have turned brown, 
Dead tops may be spread in border for a mulch... . 

Mound roses before soil freezes. Then cover with protec- 
tive layer of evergreen boughs or leaves to maintain uniform 
temperature. . . . Cover chrysanthemum clumps with soil 
after cutting frosted tops back 6 inches. . . . Continue plant- 
ing tulips in your garden as long as ground can be worked.

Pain dirt gardener

aw ey 7 
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Rushed back in from my chores to join Maggie in front of the crackling 
fire. What a place for slippers and daydreams! This is the life for a PDG! 


Norv. 1 What a day! At dawning, 
as I looked out, the ground was 
covered with snow again—wet and 
soggy, so it melted by noon. 

Furnace needed repair and the 
man was to come today. So last 
night I let the fire go out. As I shiv- 
ered downstairs this morning, it 
was 31 outside and 52 in the house. 

Home tonignt, to find the fur- 
nace repaired. But instead of build- 
ing a fire, Maggie was sitting by 
the fireplace to keep warm. So did 
build a blaze in a hurry. Rushed 
outdoors to fill the hanging bird 
feeder, and refill the feeder at the 
dining-room window. Then rushed 
back in to sit with Maggie in front 
of the crackling fire. What a place 
for slippers and daydreams! This 
is the life for a PDG! 


Nor. 2 It was 24 outside, and more 
snow this morning. I could see ice 
on our little pool in the back lawn. 
Once upon a time this pool was 
worth seeing, with waterlilies and 
goldfish, too. Now it is neglected. 
Half-filled with leaves and wormy 
apples that fall from the Baldwin 
tree beside it. 

Pools are no longer fashionable 
in these parts. But ours has lingered 
on. The pussies and the dog and 
the birds drink there. But I’m 
worried about the grandkiddies, 
come next summer. Gary walks 
everywhere. By then baby Danny 
will be walking everywhere, too. 

So, I'm just going to fill it up. 
Mebbe sow something shallow- 
rooted like portulaca over it, until 
it’s safe to turn it into a lovely lily 
pool again. 


Nov. 3 Heavy freeze predicted for 
tonight. So hurried out and carried 
everything from the garage that 
would be damaged—glad corms, 
onions, and potatoes. Took ’em to 
the basement storeroom. Then put 
on my good clothes and off to din- 
ner meeting of our men’s rose club. 
Main event on program was 
John’s report on members’ ex- 
perience with 76 new varieties. 
Chrysler stood at the top of the 


hybrid-teas. I would agree with 
this, all right. Other high scorers 
were Capistrano, Helen Traubel, 
and Sutter’s Gold. (Note: if 1955 
‘introductions had been included, 
Tiffany would have been near the 
top, too.) Among the floribundas, 
high ones were Frensham and 


Vogue. 


Nor. 7 I’ve been away on a busi- 
ness trip. Sorta tired and being 
Sunday, anyhow, did no outside 
work. Just walked around and in- 
spected the ‘‘estate.”’ 

Maggie came up with a surprise, 
though. She disappeared from the 
hearth in search of nonexistent 
mums. Came back instead with an- 
other bouquet as gorgeous as any 
Oriental rug. It was made of au- 
tumn foliage of Viburnum carlesi 
(fragrant viburnum), with a few 
twigs and leaves from Euonymus 
alatus (which some call burning 
bush). You can’t beat a woman 
bent on flower arrangements. 


Nor. & Back to summertime again, 
as I hurried out to get in a lick of 
work before sundown and dark. 

I hauled some compost from the 
old compost pile, by now all rotted 
down and mellow.

One reason is obvious, I just never 
do as good a job of planting. 

I follow the Joe Doakes method 
—dig a hole and plant the bush. 

It is plain to see though that the 
fellows who prepare their beds in 
advance have better growth and 
bloom year after year. This in- 
volves digging down deeper, tak- 
ing out all the soil, then filling back 
with a mixture of soil, good humus 


—as peat, manure or compost, and 
plant food. And finally the topsoil, 

Tonight, I broke down and 
started just such a bed. I worked 
until dark and got just a good start, 





Norv. 11 David came home in late og 
afternoon and with my other good 
spade, he gave me a hand with the 
excavating. = 

One of my friends came along T 
and wanted to know what we were 
doing. ‘‘We’re going to bury the 
old gray mare, here,” says |, 
“Then we'll plant roses over the 
grave next summer.” ‘ 


Nor. 12 Began job today of refill. 
ing the great hole. Along with all 
the required ingredients, I’m 
sprinkling in some gypsum, too—a 
kind of secret weapon. This will be 
better than lime, I think, in our 
heavy clay soil. 

Only other news is that on the 
way home from the office, | 
stopped at one store and boughta 
big bag of sunflower seeds and suet 
cakes to feed the birds. At the 
nursery, ordered some more bales 
of peatmoss. This was home al- sen 
most as quick as I was, so I had it th 
ready to use. Also ordered scratch 
feed for the birds, to be delivered 


tomorrow. GI 


Nor. 15 Finally finished up the 
new rose bed tonight. If my roses GAR 
don’t take all the sweepstakes and 
glory for years to come, at least E 
they ought to cross my palm with Makes 
ribbons. (Note: I soon found that 
Scratch, the family pooch, thinks 
the new bed’s a wonderful spot for 
his favorite bones—we’ll see!) 














Nov. 20 “There’s that walk all 
covered with leaves again. It didn’t 
do me a bit of good to sweep it,” 
I heard Maggie complain about 
breakfast time. I looked and sure 
enough the old red oak had buried 
it overnight in a blanket of leaves. 








Maggie mixed up a meal for our bird 
friends — bacon drippings over 
and grain.

Nov. 21 Donald and Janet came 
and took Maggie and me over to 
that new house they are buying. 
House is one floor, sorta ranch 
type, with big basement below. 

Outside there is more land than 
they will know what to do with— 
ground is rough and the lawn is 
bare—but its possibilities are al- 
most unlimited. 


Nor. 22 Late getting home to- 
night because I stopped at a meet- 
ing at our nearby state college of 
agriculture to hear a well-known 
agronomist talk on chemical weed 
control. I could fill this page with 
what he said. But two nuggets of 
wisdom need be reported. 

One is that in spite of all the 
chemicals to kill weeds, there is 
still need for old-fashioned elbow 
grease, and proper use of chug- 
chug and snort-snort garden power 
equipment to fight them. 

The other is that crabgrass is no 
longer a problem. Crab can be 
licked out if you just use plant 
food to stimulate the lawn grasses, 
as bluegrass. Then mow high. The 
bluegrass licks the crab. 


Nor. 23 Maggie mixed up a messy 
meal for the birds—poured melted 
bacon drippings over sunflower 
seeds and scratch grain. While she 
did this, I went round putting up 
the rest of our bird feeders. Another 
hanging one. Hanging racks. Put 
up big box on the post out in the 
middle of the rear lawn. Time is at 
hand to begin the usual full pro- 
gram of bird feeding, with seed, 
scratch, cakes, and suet. 


Nov. 26 In mail was a new climb- 
ing rose—Blossomtime, an ever- 
blooming pink and mighty purty. I 
set it out in a hurry, for winter is 
coming. This was near where I put 
out another climber last spring. 
Methinks I’1l build an arbor there. 
Mebbe plant two more climbers, 
too—City of York, and Parade. 


Nor. 30 Day grew warmer, so 
scurried out to finish up the fall. 
Among the various chores: (1) 
Turn off the outside faucet and 
drain. (2) Pick up wooden cover- 
ing of peat bales and carry to base- 
ment for kindling. (3) Haul out 
trash from basement and take to 
appointed place for such. 

I would have raked and hauled 
more leaves and pulled more of 
those dead weeds from the old rose 
bed. But alas, it was dark. So these 
must wait until next month.

drugs may veil or confuse the early 
course of a cold when the fever and 
other symptoms really mean some- 
thing more serious. 

We are in the dark, scientists say, 
because we can’t catch and isolate 
the common cold virus (and most 
researchers agree that colds are 
caused by a virus). 

But that may change—and soon. 

In England last year, Dr. Chris- 
topher Andrewes—Britain’s lead- 
ing cold specialist and recognized 
authority on virus research—an- 
nounced that after seven years and 
2,500 trials he had at last succeeded 
in growing the common cold virus 
in test-tube cultures of human lung 
tissue. 

If the British scientist is right— 
and it’s still a big “‘if’—his work 
could provide the big break- 
through in the long war against the 
common cold, just as the similar 
cultivation of polio viruses in tissue 
culture was the turning point in 
the battle to develop a vaccine 
against the great crippler. 

For—if the cold virus is safely 
bottled up in glassware—it can be 
studied under the electron micro- 
scope. It can be watched to see just 
how it invades and changes human 
tissues. It can be tested to see if it 
can be incorporated into a vaccine. 
Safely and conveniently, thousands 
of drugs can be tried against it— 
something that could never be done 
in the living body. 





rr when Doctor An- 
drewes published his report in a 
British medical journal, virus re- 
searchers around the world were 
almost unanimous in their com- 
ment. They were suspicious. 

Time after time, honest and 
competent scientists have  an- 
nounced that they’ve trapped the 
virus. And time after time, retests 
have failed to work. 

Only a great deal of time and 
more experiments will show wheth- 
er Doctor Andrewes really has 
achieved a big break-through. But 
you won't have to wait that long 
for help against the acute respira- 
tory diseases. 

The weapons that may eventual- 
ly level the cold virus are now being 
whetted to razor-sharpness against 
its relatives, the flu viruses. 

True influenza, scientists now 
know, accounts for only a small 
fraction of the annual total of re- 
spiratory diseases, at least in the 
United States. But its two main 
types—Influenza A and Influenza 
B, each with dozens of sub-strains 
—occur in cyclic and sometimes 
explosive epidemics, each time 
witha fairly heavy death toll among

Flu viruses, compared with those 
that probably cause the common 
cold, have one merit. When they 
invade our systems, we produce 
antibodies—chemical soldiers in 
the blood stream that will stay on 
watch for several months or more 
to fight off any new flu virus attack, 

If flu viruses could be killed, re- 
searchers reasoned, they might 
then be injected into our bodies to 
stimulate anubody production— 
without making us sick. All the flu 
vaccines and “‘shots” you’ve heard 
about are as simple as that. 

But it’s not quite as simple as it 
sounds. The kind of antibody we 
produce depends on the kind of flu 
strain that invades us—and it won’t 
give us protection against most 
other strains. A flu vaccine made of 
killed viruses from four or five 
strains can be counted on only to 
give protection against those strains, 
and new strains keep appearing. 


Despite this difficulty, recent flu 
“shots” made of killed viruses of 
the most common influenza strains 
have had impressive successes. 
Most of the new flu vaccines are 
more than just laboratory curiosi- 
ties. They’re ready, now, for public 
use. And they’re coming off the 
production lines of the major phar- 
maceutical firms in huge numbers 
—so that your doctor will have 
them when you need them. 

The fight to protect you from 
flu each winter has, in fact, reached 
worldwide proportions. Under the 
auspices of the United Nation’s 
World Health Organization, influ- 
enza detection laboratories have 
been established in every heavily 
populated corner of the globe. Ifa 
flu epidemic suddenly flares in 
Australia, scientists there will iso- 
late the guilty virus strain—and 
flash the word to Europe and 
America, before the disease can 
spread. If a new virus strain is 
picked up in Scotland public health 
workers in New York will have its 
description—and perhaps a virus 
sample, with suggestions for its in- 
corporation into a vaccine—before 
the epidemic can hopscotch across 
the Atlantic.

Every one of the patients with 
chronic sinusitis benefited. All had 
trouble many years, showing large 
amounts of matter in the nose; all 
had received penicillin treatment 
in the past without significant ben- 
efits. Now, matter disappeared, 
headaches cleared up, and dull, 
depressed, lethargic feelings were 


replaced by alertness and a sense of 


well being. 

In the original study, the vac- 
cine was injected into a vein and 
often produced severe fever reac- 
tions. Subsequently, other patients 
have been given the vaccine by 
under-the-skin injection. The fever 
has been less severe, patients have 
not had to go to bed, and results 
have been fully as satisfactory. 


After childbirth. After having a 
child, milk production in nonnurs- 
ing mothers can be suppressed by 
tablets combining estrogen and 
methyltestosterone. Tried in 267 
women, beginning soon after de- 
livery, the hormones worked in 
every case to avoid painfully en- 
gorged breasts. In 166, there was 
no engorgement at all, in 91 only a 
full sensation in the breasts, and in 
the others only moderate engorge- 
ment. There were no unpleasant 
reactions. Menses returned after 
the normal interval of about six 
weeks. Notable, too, reports Dr. 
Peter W. Fiske of New Haven, 
Connecticut, was absence of any 
mental depression that sometimes 
occurs after childbirth. The com- 
bined effects of both the male and 


female hormones may have been 
responsible for this. 
Irritable, unhappy infants. 


Many irritable and unhappy in- 
fants may be helped by reserpine, 
one of the newer calming and tran- 
quilizing drugs. The problem of the 
child who is tense, overwrought, 
miserable much of the time is not 
uncommon. It’s sometimes myste- 
rious, Dr. Milton W. Talbot of the 
Malone and Hogan Clinic-Hospi- 
tal Foundation, Big Spring, Texas, 
reports. In some instances, improv- 
ing nutrition and bolstering gen- 
eral health help. But many cases 
defy explanation or management. 
Tried in 32 infants whose irritabil- 
ity could not be explained, reser- 
pine greatly and quickly reduced 
it in 29. Sleep disturbances were 
overcome, tense behavior lessened, 
the children became easier to feed, 
and marked gains in weight were 
noted. 


Deafness. One kind of deafness— 
a progressive form that develops 
around middle age and is often 
linked with ringing of the ears— 
has now been helped by heparin. 
In a recent study reported in the 
American Medical Association’s 
Archives of Otolaryngology, the 
drug prevented further hearing 
loss and stopped or improved ring- 
ing in all cases. In some cases, it 
also brought gain in hearing acuity. 
In addition, every patient, after a 
few months of treatment, had a 
feeling of well being and increased 
mental alertness.

of bird; if it isn’t, join 2 pieces to- 
gether with drugstore or lock fold, 
pressing to make leakproof join- 
ing.) Bring one end of foil snugly 
over top of turkey; bring opposite 
end up, lapping over first (overlap 
should be 2 to 3 inches). Now fold 
foil down snugly at breast and legs;

Place foil-wrapped bird, breast 
up, in bottom of shallow pan (broil- 
er pan is convenient)—do not use 
rack.

When turkey has cooked to with- 
in 75 to 20 minutes of total cooking 
time given in the foil-wrapped- 
turkey roasting chart, remove from 
oven.

(If you use a meat 
thermometer, insert it in center of 
inside thigh muscle adjoining 
cavity.) Return turkey to oven. 
Continue roasting till turkey is 
tender (test doneness in usual ways 
—meat thermometer should regis- 
ter 185° to 190°). When turkey’s 
done, lift from foil to warm platter. 
Pour drippings in skillet; concen- 
trate by simmering if you want to 
increase flavor and color; use in 
making gravy. 


Nut Stuffing for Turkey 


Moist and savory, crunchy with whole or 
halved almonds— 

6 cups dry, medium bread crumbs 

23 cup blanched almonds, 

whole or split 

2 cups diced celery 

14 cup chopped celery leaves 

2 teaspoons salt 

16 teaspoon poultry seasoning 

4 teaspoon pepper

1 4 cup melted butter or margarine 

114 cups water, or enough to

Mix together the crumbs, almonds, 
celery and leaves, and seasonings.

spoons flour for each cup gravy; 

blend thoroughly. Cook over low 
heat till frothy, stirring constantly. 
For richer flavor and color, brown 
the flour to a light tan. Add 1 cup 
jukewarm liquid (meat juices from 
roasting turkey plus giblet broth, 
milk, or water) for each cup gravy. 
Cook till thick, stirring constantly 


and scraping bottom and sides of 


pan to blend in the crusty bits. 
Simmer about 5 minutes. Season 
to taste with salt and pepper. Pour 
into hot gravy boat. 


Reast Duckling 
Six hungry people? Better roast two 
ducklings— 

Select a duckling, 344 to 5 
pounds ready-to-cook weight, or 5 
to 7 pounds dressed w eight. Clean 
duckling; remove wing joint and 
tip, leaving only meaty second 
joint. Rub inside with salt and 
suff lightly with Orange Stuffing. 
Do not truss or prick the skin. Close 
opening with skewers and lace with 
cord. Place, breast side up, on rack 
inshallow roasting pan. Do not add 
water. Roast uncovered in slow oven 
(325°) 114 to 2 hours for moderate- 
ly done, 2 to 214 hours for well 
done. Meaty part of leg should feel 
tender (use paper towel), and it 
should be easy to move leg up and 
down.

Your pet and mine

Purebred versus “‘just cat”’ as it 


pertains to health, stamina, tem- 
perament, and suitability as a pet 
is a difficult question to resolve. 
The purebred will usually excel in 
body conformation and luxury of 
hair coat. But cats, like people, 
vary greatly in total characteristics. 
Pedigreed cats are not expensive. 
They have stamina, cost no more 
to feed, and there’s pride and satis- 
faction in owning one. 

If you decide on a purebred, an 
interesting choice awaits you in 
selecting the breed. The four Amer- 
ican cat associations recognize two 
main types—long-hairs and short- 
hairs. The long-hairs are the Per- 
sians, sometimes known as Angoras 
by the Europeans, and this branch 
of the blue-bloods is divided into 
two main color types: solid and 
mixed. The solid colors are white, 
black, blue, red, and cream. Then 
there are the mixed colors, which 
are the silvers and the tabbies and 
torties. The silvers include the 
Chinchilla, shaded, silver tabby, 
and smoke. The tabby and tortie 
are found in red, brown, tortoise 
shell, and blue-cream. 

The short-haired division claims 
the largest number and is divided 
into three classes: foreign, domes- 
tic, and household. The foreign is a 
select group coming from countries 
where feline husbandry is taken 
seriously. The Siamese, boasting of 
color shadings of blue-point, seal- 
point, and chocolate-point, are the 
most popular of the registered cats. 
Of the latter breeds, the Manx is 
probably the most interesting be- 
cause of its naturally short tail. 

Solid-colored, short-haired cats 
are called domestic and can be 
registered if at least three genera- 
tions of their ancestors are known 
and registered. The colors recog- 
nized are the same as for the long- 
haired groups, and the presence of 
a white spot disqualifies them. 

Long-haired and_ short-haired 
cats that are not eligible for cham- 
pionship classes are designated as 
household cats. They include the 
mixed, spotted, and crossbred va- 
rieties. A cat-show feature is the 
contest for household cats, even 
though they cannot compete for 
show champion. 

After becoming familiar with the 
various breeds of cats, it is well to 
hear the “experts” expound the 
merits of their individual choices of 
breeds before making a purchase. 
Cat associations are to be found in 
almost every city, and at least once 
a year they sponsor a cat show 
where the choice entries of all 
breeds are put on exhibition to 
compete for the best of each class 
and for a grand champion. Con- 
tacts at cat shows and a review of 
cat magazines will provide a list of 


reliable breeders.

Orange-glazed Sweet Potatoes 
Very special for the holidays— 

6 medium sweet potatoes, pared 

and halved 
V4 cup boiling water 
2 teaspoons salt 
7 . . 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

14 cup brown sugar 

34 cup corn syrup 

V4 tablespoon grated orange peel 

1 tablespoon orange juice 
Place potatoes in skillet; add water 
and salt; cover and simmer until 
tender, about 15 minutes. Drain 
off liquid, leaving 14 cup in skillet. 
Dot potatoes with butter. Combine 
remaining ingredients; add to po- 
tatoes. Cook uncovered over low 
heat until glazed, about 15 minutes 
—baste frequently; turn potatoes 
once. Makes 6 servings. 


Easy Hollandaise 
A practically foolproof recipe. Spoon 


this sauce over hot broccolt, green beans, 
asparagus— 

34 cup butter or margarine 

14 teaspoon salt 

Dash cayenne 

114 tablespoons lemon juice, 

fresh, frozen, or canned 

3 egg yolks 
Beat butter in top of double boiler 
(not over heat or hot water) till 
creamy. Add salt and cayenne. 
Add lemon juice a few drops at a 
time, beating constantly. Add the 
yolks, one at a time, beating till 
mixture is light and fluffy. Set over 
hot, not boiling water a few minutes, 
or until glossy, stirring constantly. 
(Water should not touch top pan, 
and don’t let sauce stay over hot 
water too long.) Serve hot. Makes 
6 to 8 servings.
